Cruel and Inhuman Treatment o f Chil­ 
dren by the Keepers o f Institutio n Is 
Charged and Unsanitary Co nditio ns 
Alleged in Repo rt cf Inspecto r Who 
Lo o ked 
Into Things at 
Receiv ing

Indianapolis, Sept. 3.—A demand for 
the arrest of Clyde Park and his wife 
Margaret, superintendent and matron 
respectiv ely at the receiv ing home of 
the Children’s Home Association of 
Indiana, at Hadley, four miles west of 
Danv ille, fias been made by C. L. Dietz, 
acting chairman of the executiv e com­ 
m ittee of the Indianapolis Humane so­ 
ciety. Mr. Dietz charges the cruel and 
inhuman treatm ent of children and the 
existence of unsanitary conditions in 
the orphanage. 
The demand of the humane work er 
has not as yet been complied with by 
the board of directors of the orphan­ 
age. 
Sum ner W. Hayes, state super­ 
intendent of the association, to whom 
the demand was made by Mr. Dietz, 
said he had called a meeting of the 
board, and action discharging Park 
and his wife had been tak en. 
Mr. 
Haynes would not say w hether or not 
Park and his wife would be arrested. 
According to Mr. Dietz a deplorable 
condition has been allowed to exist at 
the orphanage simply because of in­ 
attention on the part of members of 
the board of control. 
The home is just recov ering from a 
diphtheria epidemic, and sixteen cases 
are conv alescent. One died, according 
to the information giv en Mr. Dietz, be­ 
fore the nature of the malady was j 
k nown. There are fifty children in the J 
home, and, according to Mr. Dietz’s re- J 
port, all are poorly clad. 
"We hav e inv estigated a num ber of 
institutions where conditions were bad 
and children hav e been abused,” said 
Mr. Dietz. 
“In the past I hav e fa­ 
v ored suppressing my report of condi­ 
tions. 
I beltev e the time has come, 
howev er, for the exposure of such 
things 
Publicity is the worst punish­ 
ment that can be meted out. 
If the 
Humane Society does not tak e action 
and cause the arrest of this couple, I 
certainly will. 
Mr. Haynes intimated 
to me that a change in the m anage­ 
ment was being considered, and it is 
time. 
The home is a beautiful place. 
The building is a majestic structure, 
in a commanding position on a hilltop. 
That such people should be in charge 
oi the place is deplorable.”

It m ight possibly have be­ 
come a regu lar institu tion and a rac­ 
ing stable of chickens m ight have been 
added to the attractions at W indsor 
had cot Sir John's chicken won on 
each occasion with su ch ease as to 
cau se su spicion in the m inds of his 
com petitors. 
Indeed, it was fou nd, it 
is said, th at in both races Sir John had 
selected a stu rdy you ng cockerel w ho 
w as mu ch i 00 speedy for his sisters. 
W hen victory was a certainty for one 
particu lar com petitor the contest, of 
cou rse, lost interest, and so the chicken 
races at W indsor cam e to a su dden 
end.—New York Herald.
